Present prospects indicate 
that the new hotel will be completed 
and ready to receive guests before the 
holidays next winter. 

For the purpose of buying a suit¬ 
able site and erecting tlie building, a 
corporation has been formed under the 
name of .the Sierra Madre Hotel com¬ 
pany. The officers are C. W. Mitchell, 
president; M. H. Bridle, vice president; 
A. S. Mead, secretary. These, togeth¬ 
er with C. S. Kersting and N. H. Hos- 
mer. constitute the Board of Directors. 
The First National Bank will be treas¬ 
urer. Capital stock named In the ar¬ 
ticles of incorporation is $150,OuO. 

< iptions have been secured on a 
tract approximately 300x000 feet at the 
corner of Central and Baldwin avenues. 
The Central Avenue fr ntage is 600 
feet with a uniform depth of 300 feet 
except where a rectangle is cut out at 
the southeast corner 78x150 feet, leav¬ 
ing a frontage of 222 feet on Baldwin 
Avenue. The options run for nine 
months, allowing ample time to finance 
the project, the price being such as to 
make it an attractive investment fur 
the purpose. 

Capital in considerable amounts has 
already been pledged for the enter¬ 
prise. It is expected that large blocks 
of stock will be taken immediately by 
several Los Angeles men who have 
shown an interest in the enterprise, 
and it Is hoped that work can be start¬ 
ed on the site in the very near future. 

Architect Arthur B. Benton of Los 
Angeles has been engaged ror some 
time on the drawing of tentative plans 
for the hotel building. Mr. Benton is , 
one of the best known hotel archi- , 
tects in California.

ed in Book 11, Page 8 of Maps, togeth¬ 
er with three shares of Water Stock 
of the Sierra Madre Water Co. In 
consideration of which, the City of 
Sierra Madre will agree to pay all 
taxes or municipal liens which may be 
placed against said property during the 
period of this lease. 

This property to be used for park 
purposes only, it being agreed tHat the 
City of Sierra Madre shall put iri such 
walks, flowers, shrubbery, etc., as the 
Park Commission may think best. 

The city will also reserve the privi¬ 
lege of buying this property at the 
price of $2000 during the first year of 
this lease, with an additional 5 per 
cent added thereto for each twelve 
months thereafter. 

If this meets with your approval, 
kindly have your attorney draw up the 
necessary papers, and oblige.

Not only has it been a violation of 
tlie law, but much of tlie shooting has 
been extremely careless. Several per¬ 
sons have been frightened by the whiz¬ 
zing of bullets in their vicinity and 
some houses have been struck. The 
News is not making any rash state¬ 
ments about such a thing as the en¬ 
forcement of a city ordinance, but such 
a thing might actually happen in 
which event the violators might be 
sorry just a little too late.

California towns suggestive of busted 
booms. The transfer of tax burdens 
from building improvements to land is 
simply a partial adoption of the single 
tax doctrine. The reduction in building 
assessments could be made gradually, 
say at the rate of ten per cent yearly, 
until the rate had reached whatever 
proportion seemed dvisable. The City 
of Vancouver has recently entirely 
abolished taxation on buildings, having 
gradually reduced the rate of assess¬ 
ment during a period of ten years. 
That city was never before so prosper¬ 
ous, building operations have been un¬ 
precedented in magnitude, outside capi¬ 
tal has been attracted in large amounts 
and labor is in great demand at high 
wages. Everything appears to be on a 
solid foundation. Some California cit¬ 
ies have adopted the plan in part with 
excellent results. The plan is worth 
looking into for Sierra Madre.
